could be deſired of Us , which way ſoever the Money given and raiſed to that purpoſe 
is diſpoſed ) or towards the payment of Our Scots Subjedts, We ſhall take it as an ac- 
ceptable Service at your hands 3 but if upon generall Pretences contrived by a few - 
Factious Perſons againſt the -_ of the Kingdom, you ſhall =_ or lend any Money, 
or provide or. raiſe = Horſes or Arms towards the raifing ſuch a Guard , We ſhall 
tnok upon it as the raifing Force againſt Us, and to be done m malice and conterppt of :

Guards, which ( in trueth ) are intended by the, Contrivers of that Deſigne (though 
We beleeve many honeſt men ſeduced by them do.not yer ſee their end ) to be imploy- 
ed againſt Us : And of > and they ſhall herein fail punCually and ſeyerally to obſerve 
Our commands, We ſhall not onely proceed agamſt the ſeyerall Companies for decet- 
ving the Truſt repoſed in them; but againſt the particular perſons, as Contemners and 
Oppoſers of Our Autharitie,and of the Law ofthe Land, in the moſt exemplary way 
the known Law of the Land ſhall {Ecknin to Us; And ſhall be compelled to queſtion 
the Charter of your City , which We are willing yet to beleeve ( notwithſtanding the 
Parbarous and Inſolent demeanonr of the meaner and baſer ſort) in a good degree to 
continue Loyall to Us.
